1. Reference is made to the following documents: 

Dl: US-A-5 774 341 
D2: US-A-5 457 610. 

2. Document Dl, which is considered to be the closest 
prior art, discloses all the features of claim 1, 
with the exception of the feature whereby the 
adhesive closing elements are made of an electrically 
insulating plastics material (cf . Dl, column 4, lines 
53 to 62 and figures 4 and 5) . 

However, it is at the discretion of a person skilled 
in the art to make the adhesive closing elements 
electrically conducting or non-conducting, depending 
on the particular application, as is also known from 
D2 (see column 2, lines 4 and 5) . 

Consequently, the present application does not 
comply with the requirements of PCT Article 33(1), 
because the subject matter of claim 1 does not 
involve an inventive step within the meaning of PCT 
Article 33 (3) .
